TIIE ENGINEER’S VIEWPOINT. 
President Hoover’s approach to the problem 
Df world peace is significant becau se it is a scien­ 
tific approach, su ch as might be expected of an 
eminent engineer, and not the method that wou ld 
be adopted by the ordinary statesman. 
This is the assertion of Mark Su llivan, polit­ 
ical writer and au thor who discu sses the prob­ 
lem in the winter issu e of the Yale Review. 
Peace, in Mr. Hoover’s conception, says Su lli­ 
van, “mu st be the beneficiary of an activity and 
an expenditu re of care and energy which is the 
?au ivalent, in case of war, of what we call pre­ 
p a r e d ne s s . 
This conception of peace was more 
likely t(J occu r to a man of science than to a 
statesman of the more u su al type of training. 
Su llivan illu strates his point by discu ssing 
Mr. Hoover’s proposal that food ships, in time of 
war, be immu ne to blockade. 
This was not merely a hu m anitarian meas­ 
u re, as Su llivan sees it; it was a proposal that 
stru ck at the roots of war. 
For the fact that 
food, in war time, in contraband, makes for war; 
among nations like Great Britain, dependent on 
their food imports, by raising an ever-present 
threat to their secu rity, and among exporting 
nations, like the United States, by constant men­ 
acing their prosperity. 
Remove this threat, and you have one less 
reason for war preparedness, war measu res, and 
big navies. 
, 
That, at any rate, is Su llivan’s theory. 
One thing, at least, is su re: 
the ordinary 
statesmen, so far, have sadly failed to end war. 
If an engineer can su cceed — then more power 
to ou r engineer-president. 


SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 
State aid in the establishment a*id m ain­ 
tenance of school libraries in ru ral commu nities 
is provided by law in 16 states, and cou nty aid for 


similar pu rposes is au thorized by statu te in 12 
states, according to Edith A. Lathrop, assistant 
specialist of the Bu reau of Edu cation. 
Wide variation exists in the amou nt con­ 
tribu ted and in the restrictions su rrou nding the 
acceptance and u se of the fu nds. The aid given 
is u su allv not large, and it is granted on condi­ 
tion that local districts contribu te a certain 
amou nt. Books pu rchased with state or cou nty 
school fu nds for u se in ru ral school distiicts 
mu st be selected from lists prepared or approved 
by the state’s chief school officer, state board of 
edu cation, or like au thority. 
Other requ irements are the possession of a 
certain nu mber of books, a yearly report of the 
condition of the libraries, and in some states 
bookcases mu st be su pplied. 
In at least three 
states librarians mu st be provided for high school 
libraries.

FOR BETER EDUCATION. 
Approximately, there are 80,000,000 persons 
in the United States over 21 years of age, and at 
least 40.000,00 of these cou ld be edu cated fu rther 
in some organized way, the National Home Stu dy 
Cou ncil points ou t, adding that not less than 
10.000.0(50 of these adu lts, however, are getting 
some kind of “edu cation” in some one, or more, 
of the many different ways. 
Fu rthermore, the cou ncil declares, at least 
one-tenth of the cou ntry s adu lt popu lation are 
earnestly trying to improve themselves and their 
welfare throu gh aimless, or u norganized, home 
stu dy, largely 
directed by their own impu lses. 
However, a recent su rvey covering the field of 
adu lt edu cation reveals an increasing trend to­ 
ward expertly directed home stu dy instru ction 
as given by approved schools. 
This fact is re­ 
flected by the roster of home stu dy stu dents now 
u nder instru ction, which shows a total exceeding 
1.500.000.

HUMAN WAR TOLLS 


By JOHN A. BOUMAN 
(Associated Press Staff W riter) 


Berlin— (JP)—The toll of the 
world war, in term s of hum an 
victims, is pressing more and 
more heavily on Germany . 
Thrice a census of the maimed 
has been taken: in 1924, 1926 and 
1928 . Each has shown ever in­ 
creased numbers. 
The fourth census, just com­ 
pleted, makes the total of recip­ 
ients of war pensions and in­ 
valid 
allowances« 40,000 
more 
►than in 1928 . 
There are now 
8 07,59 6 persons drawing such re­ 
lief, compared with 761,29 4 last 
y ear. 
The increase is due to the 
fact th a t in a great m any cases 
the after-effects of war wounds 
are 
becoming 
more 
apparent 
with advancing y ears and the 
hard struggle for life. In 19 23,| 
some 
500.000 ex-soldiers were 
paid a lump sum in considera­ 
tion of their “diminished capa­ 
city for work,’* ranging from 15 
to 20 per cent of their earnings. 
Thousands of these unfortun­ 
ates, however, found th a t a cold 
world had little use for even 
partly disabled workers, and so 
they gradually drifted back to 
the 
rangs 
of 
applicants 
for 
state support. 
War widows have also increas­ 
ed in the past y ear from 359 ,560 
to 361,040. but the fatherless war 
orphans have declined from 731,- 
78 1 to 632,014, and the num ber of 
the doubly orphaned from 56,623 
to 51,917. 
Officials of the Labor D epart­ 
m ent, to whom the care of the 
w ar victims falls, say th at for 
some time the “newly disabled ' 
are likely to prove a growing 
financial burden on the com­ 
m unity , more th an off-setting 
the num ber removed from the 
pension lists by death.

The new p lan assumes risks

championship with 105 growers 
in 35 different counties produc- 
ing official yields of 10 Obushels 
or more corn per acre. This :s by 
far the largest number of grow- 
ers hi any state producing 100 
bushels or more per acre in one 
year. C. C. Van Hoy, Loogootee, 
Martin county, won state honors 
for 1929 with a yield of 130.87 
bushels per acre. 


These records were made in 


the Five-acre Corn Club Contest 
sponsored by the Indiana Corn 
Growers' Association in coopera- 
tion with Purdue university, hi 
which 709 corn growers in 74 
counties completed the pvojec 
and checked their yields. Yields, 
of all plots were calculated or 
the basis of a 'market grade 
No. 3 corn, and winners were 
announced today by M. O. Pence 
of the Agronomp extension staff 
of Purdue. 
With an average acre yield o 


less than one tenth of a bushe 
below the winner, Mr. Van Hoy

W. H. Stevens, Oakland City, Gib 
son county, won second honor 
with a yield of 130.79 bushels pe 
acre. Third and. fourth place 
went to Arthur Benedict, Ben 
ton county, and George Short 
Decatur county, with yields 
128.85 and 127.56 bushels, respec 
tively.

THE ENGINEER'S VIEWPOINT. 


President Hoover's approach to the problem 


of world peace is significant because it is a scien- 
tifiic approach, such as might be expected of an 
eminent engineer, and not the method that would 
be adopted by the ordinary statesman. 


"This is the assertion of Mark Sullivan, polit- 


ical writer and author who discusses the prob- 
lem in the winter issue of the Yale Review. 


Peace, in Mr. Hoover's conception, says Sulli- 


van, "must be the beneficiary of an activity and 
an expenditure of care and energy which is the 


I -"dftuvalent, in case of war, of what we call pre- 


parediwss. This conception of peace was more 
likely ty occur to a man of science than to a 
statesman of the more usual type of training." 


Sullivan illustrates his point by discussing 


Mr. Hoover's proposal that food ships, in time of 
war, be immune to blockade. 


This was not merely a humanitarian meas- 


ure, as Sullivan sees it; it was a proposal that 
struck at the roots of war. For the fact that 
food, in war time, in contraband, makes for war; 
among nations like Great Britain, dependent on 
their food imports, by raising an ever-present 
threat to their security, and among exporting 
nations, like the United States, by constant men- 
acing their prosperity. 


Remove this threat, and you have one less 


reason for war preparedness, war measures, and 
big navies. 
, 


That, at any rate, is Sullivan's theory. 
One thing, at least, is sure: the ordinary 


statesmen, so far, have sadly failed to end war. 
If an engineer can succeed — then more power 
to our engineer-president. 


SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 


State aid in the establishment and main- 


tenance of school libraries in rural communities 
is provided by law in 16 states, and county aid for 


similar purposes is authorized by statute in 12 
states, according to Edith A. Lathrop, 'assistant 
specialist of the Bureau of Education. 


Wide variation exists in the amount con- 


tributed and in the restrictions surrounding the 
acceptance and use of the funds. The aid given 
is usually not large, and it is granted on condi- 
tion that local districts contribute a certain 
amount. Books purchased with state .or county 
school funds for use in rural school districts 
must be selected from lists prepared or approved 
by the state's chief school officer, state board of 
education, or like authority. 


Other requirements'are the possession of a 


certain number of books, a yearly report of the 
condition of the libraries, and in some states 
bookcases must be supplied. In at least three 
states librarians must be provided for high school 
libraries. 


FOR BETER EDUCATION. 


Approximately, there are 80,000,000 persons 


in the United States over 21 years of age, and at 
least 40,000,00 of these could be educated further, 
in some organized way, the National Home Study 
Council points out, adding that not less than 
10,000,000 of these adults, however, are getting 
some kind of "education" in some one, or more, 
of the many different Ways. 


Furthermore, the council declares, at least 


one-tenth of the country's adult population are 
earnestly trying to improve themselves and their 
welfare through aimless, or unorganized, home 
study, largely directed by their own impulses. 
However, a recent survey covering the field of 
adult education reveals an increasing trend to- 
ward expertly directed home study instruction 
as given by approved schools. 
This fact is re- 


flected by the roster of home study students now 
under instruction, which shows a total exceeding 
1,500,000.

Berlin—(IP)—The toll of the 


world war, in terms of human 
victims, is pressing more and 
more heavily on Germany. 


Thrice a census of the maimed 


has been taken: in 1924,1926 and 
1928. Each has shown ever in- 
creased numbers. 


The fourth census, just com- 


pleted, makes the total of recip- 
ients of war pensions and in- 
valid allowancest 40,000 more 
%than to 1928. There are now 
807,596 persons drawing such re- 
ilief, compared with 761,294 last 
year. 
The increase is due to the 


fact that to a great many cases 
the after-effects of war wounds 
are becoming more apparent 
with advancing years and the 
hard struggle for life. In 1923, 
some 500,000 ex-soldiers were 
paid a lump sum to considera- 
tion of their -diminished capa- 
city for work," ranging from 15 
to 20 per cent of their earnings. 
Thousands of these unfortun- 
ates, however, found that a cold 
world had little use for even 
partly disabled workers, and so 
they gradually drifted back to 
the rangs of applicants for 
state support. 
War widows have also increas 


ed in the past year from 359,5(?0 
to 361,040, but the fatherless wui 
orphans have declined from 73^1,- 
781 to 632,014, and the number ot 
" the doubly orphaned from 56,623 
to 51,917.

some time the -newly disabled-

Washington (JP) — Increasing 
afety in aviation is recognized 
n the development of protective 
insurance for flying club mem- 
bers by the National Aeronautic 
.ssociation. 
A form of coverage has been 


>volved which will release clubi 
and club members from all legal 
lability, as well as assure, them 
if continuous flying regardless 
jf the number of ^accidents or 
'Washout attending instruc- 
ion of members. 
Risks which a year ago were 


not remotely considered by avia- 
ion insurance companies are in- 
cluded in the plan, the joint 
work of an association executive 
committee composed of Edward 
P. Warner, William P. MacCrack- 
en, jr., and Dr. Gfeeorge W. Lewis. 


The new plan assumes risks 


which have not been taken by 
insurance companies—protection 
of students on solo flights and 
continuance of coverage even af- 
:er a plane has been destroyed 
and replaced. 


Formerly, insurance was avail- 


able for licensed pilots alone, 
lability was also only assumed 
for one plane. When it was de- 
stroyed and replaced, new prem- 
ums were exacted for the new 
plan.
